Does not a tariff increase the price 
of an article, and is not the seme add- 
ed to the price and paid by the con- 
sumer? And does not the poor con- 
sumer pay this eaormous tax on al- 
most everything to the bloated, manu- 
facturing monopolist? 

It does not. In 1836 a tariff of seven 
cents a yard was placed on cotton 
goods then selling at thirty cents a 
yard. In 1844 it was shown that cot- 
ton goods sold at six cents a yard. 
Later a duty of three and one-half 
cents per pound was placed on nails, 
and under that law nails sold in the 
market at three ‘and one-quarter cents. 
Likewise a duty of $4 per box was 
placed on glass, and while the law 
was in force glass sold at $3.50 per 
box. Again, when England was sell- 
ing us steel rails at $150 per ton, the 
bare proposition to make rails in this 
country by the Bessemer process 
caused the price to fall to $110. Now, 
with the tariff at $28 per ton, steel 
rails are quoted at the low price of $27 
per ton.

MEXICAN POSTAGE. 


Some Provisious of the Special Pos- 
tal (on vention. 

The special postal convention between 
this co and Mexico, the execution 
of which bas been pending for some 
time has been signed by Post- 
master-General Hatton on the of 
the United States Postoffice Depart- 
ment, and Mr. Romero, the Mexican 
Minister, on the part of the Interior De- 
partment of his Republic. 

The convention still requires ratifica 
tion by the Mexican Senate, which is 
now in session, and approval by the 
President of the United States. It will, 
if ratnfied and approved—of which there 
is no doubt—go into effect on January 
let next, 

Under this convention the postal sys- 
tems of the two Republics, as to their 
interpational postal relations, will be 
unified. United States domestic post- 
age rates and conditions will apply to 
mail matter for Mexico, except samples 
of merchandise, ores, etc., packets of 
which, though liable to the domestic 
rates, are to be restricted to twelve 
ounces weight and 12 by 8 by 4 inches 
in dimensions. 

The Mexican rates on matter for the 
United States will be as follows: Let- 
nearly one-half 
exican silver currency. 
Post cards, each 3 cents. Second-class 
matter (same as that in the United 
States), 4 cents per 480 grains. 

Third and fourth class matter, inclad- 
ing samples of merchandise, ete, 2 
cents per 60 grams. The sample con- 
ditions as to size and weight of packets 
are the same as when sent from the 
United States to Mexico. 

The fee for registration in both coun- 
tries will be 10 cents. 

Third and fourth class matter in 
Mexico comprises generally the same 
matter thus classified in the United 
States domestic mails, but include com- 
mercial or business which in the 
United States domestic mails are 
class. 
A clause in the convention provides 
for the gratuitous use of the territory 
either country for closed domestic 
mails of the other passing from one 
point to another over such territory. 

Since Mexico became a member of 
the Universal Postal Union, A 1, 
1879, the maijs between the United 
States and that Republic have been ex. 
changed ance with the pro- 
visions of the Postal Union convention. 

Under these provisions mail matter 
is required to pass through ignated 
exchanging postoffices of the countries 
of origin and destination of the mails 
in order to undergo exchange treatment. 
involving its examination as to con- 
formity with prescribed conditions, 
rating up deficient due and col- 
lectible upon it, detaining that which is 
from any canse, and making 

t upio mails.with letter bills, descrip- 
tive lista, etc. When made up by the 
sending office of exchange, it is for 
warded tothe receiving exchange office 
of the country or destination, at which 
it undergoes farther exchange treat- 
ment before it can be forwarded to the 
addresses 


Bince the inanguration of the lines of 
railways which now connect the two 
countries, and their use for the trans- 
portation of the imternational wai's in 
preference to the slower sea routes, by 
which almost all the mails were there- 
tofore forwarded, it became ap-

that in 


aatborities the interest 
of expedition of mail matter for 
which there has been a growing de- 
mand by citizens of both countries, it 
would be necessary to provide a method 
of exchanging the mails which would 
disperse with the exchanging treatment 
at the border offices, and thus avoid the 
delay (often as much as twenty-four 
hours) which resulted therefrom.
